as quite a bit lower than many other growers listings. 


Our expenses have not gone down. Labor, fertilizer, taxes and insurance have not been 
lowered and parcel post has gone up. We know that living costs and expenses are affecting 
many of our customers as they are us and many of you may feel’ that you can’t afford flower 
bulbs when you need potatoes. We are doing all we can to make new glad bulbs part of 
your plans for ’49 and, of course, we hope you will choose Higgins Gorgeous Glads. 


The prices of certain varieties do not necessarily mean that they are either superior or 
inferior to varieties in different price ranges although a new variety is introduced by its origina- 
tor because, in his opinion, and, in the opinions of judges at shows and trial gardens throughout 
the country, it is an improvement over anything else in its class, and, of course, anything new 
is placed on the market at rather high prices. It has to because seven to ten years of labor 
have gone into its production before there is any return from bulb sales. Another reason for 
higher prices is that certain varieties aré notoriously slow in multiplication.

This select list of vari- 
ties for 1948 includes Margaret Beaton, Leading Lady, Golden State, Picardy, Big Top, Corona, 
Bit-O-Heaven, Margaret Fulton, Black Opal and Vagabond Prince.’ The top winner was 
Burma, Elizabeth the Queen, King Lear, Lady Jane, Spotlight, Red Charm, Buckeye Bronze, 
Elizabeth the Queen with blue ribbons in 86% and Burma with 84%.
